His chief address in Infantry hal] to- 
night is considered the first of a series 
of rallies arranged by the democratic 
state committee fin its effort to carry ‘the 
state. Moreover, as the legislature will 
meet tomorrow, the gathering brought 
together prominent men of both big par- 
ties from ail over the state to hear’the 
doctrines of Jeffersonian democracy ex- 
pounded by a national democratic leader. 


The speech of this evening, the third 
delivered by Mr. Bryan within six hours, 
like the two previously given, was listen- 
ed to by an audience that taxed the ca- 
pacity of the hal] to the utmost. There 
was plenty of music and _ enthusfasm, 
Congressman Lentz, who is a member of 
Colonel Bryan's party, also made a ring- 
ing speech at the meeting here. 


SPEAKS FIRST AT PAWTUCKET. 


Large Auditorium Was Packed with 
Interested Listeners. 
Pawtucket. R. {., January 29.—William 
Jennings Bryan was well pleased with 
the result of hjs first speech fn the state 
of Rhode Island at the opera house this 
afternoon. The large auditorium was 
packed and there ‘was much enthusiasm. 
Mr. Bryan was eiven the freedom of the 
city by Mayor John J. Fitzgerald, who 
introduced him, Mr. Bryan declared that 
the “hicago platform stands today the 
only one adopted in °96 that will be re- 

membered for all time. 

“IT have a higher ambition than to be 
president,”’ said he. “That js to do some- 
thing to make the government better. I 
have no doubt that the time will come 
when the principles of the Chicago plat- 
form will be a part of the law of the 
United States. I believe in its ultimate 
triumph.’””

: PREFERENCE OVER MORTGAGE. 


United States Supreme Court Hands | 
| Louisville tire department, 


Down Decisions. 

Washington, January 29.—In the United 
States supreme court today two decisions 
Were handed down by Justice Harland in 
Cases invo.ving the question of the right 
of preference over the mortgage hoiders 
of insolvent railroads by ‘he creditors of 
such roads whose debts are contracted in 
connection with the current conduct of 
the’ roads. ‘The iirst of these cases was 
that of the Southern Railway Company 
vs. the Carnegie Steel Company, This 
suit involved an indebtednesg contracted 
by the Richmond and Danville Railroad 
Company whose property was subsequent- 
ly 2Dsdrbed by the Southern, to the Car- 
hnegie company, tor two purchases of 
steel rails made by the railroad company 
within a year prior to the appointment 
of a receiver of the Danville company. 
The Carnegie company asserted that this 
condition of affairs gave it an equitabie 
iien and a preference over mortgage crea- 
itoms because the indeDtednesS Was con- 
tracted in the operation of the road and 
was therefore a part of its running ex- 
benses. The United States circuit cour: 
of appeals accepted this view of the case 
and Justice Harlan’s opinion sustains that 
view, affirming the decree of the lower 
court.

I have no intemtion of going into the feat- 
ures of international law which might 
arise out of such issue in view of the 
fact that the United States paid Spain 
the sum of $20,000,000 for the islands, nor 
am I prepared to do so, but the position 
I take is that untij*the Philippines are 
formally declared a territory of the 
United States by act of congress, I can- 
hot hold the island to be a part of the 
United States. The matter of the appoint- 
Ment of a commissioner of deeds for Geor- 
gia at Manila is not a material one, as 
the official representative of the United 
States in that eity is authorized to act 
in the capacity of commissioner for any 
citizen of Georgia who might need his 
services there, 

“The question of ownership in the is- 
lands may be settled one way or another 
in the supreme court, but for the pres- 
ent. I will hold so far as such a question 
relates to the appointment of a commis~- 
Sioner that it is not a territory of the 
United States.” 

“What effeat, then, does the payment

Order of Railway Telegraphers May 
Soon Be Appealed To. 


POWELL BISCUSSES THE SITUATION 


Says the Action of Officials Is Alto- 
gether Unusual—Has the Power 
To Order a Strike. 


President W. V. Powell, of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers, arrived in the 
city last night at 11:30 o’clock from St. 
Louis. He was met at the train by a 
Special committee of telegraphers who 
escorted him to his room at the Kimball. 
This committee was composed of Charles 
Daniel, T. M. Pierson, R. F. Harper, W. 
A. Stewart and O. L. Rudisail, who had 
a brief conference with President Powel! 
before he retired. 

The coming of President Powell is very 
significant in view of the existing trouble 
between the Southern road and the tele- 
Sraphers. He has kept thoroughly in 
touch with the present state of affairs 
and the fact that he thought it necessary 
from St. Louis to Atlanta indi- 
cates that he regards the present situa- 
tion as grave. 

The telegraphers have not yet exhaust- 
their efforts as individuals, and until 
they do no appeal will be made to the 
Order of Raf'way Telegraphers. Such an 
appeal, however, may come at any mo- 
ment, In the event that an appeal jis 
made and President Powell considers that 
the grievances justify ‘him in so doing, he 
has it in his power to order a strike. A 
strike and the consequent boycotting of 
the road by labor men of all classes 
would mean a loss of thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Last Saturday night the telegraphers 
appealed their case to Manager Frank S. 
Gannon, at Washington. This was a last 
resort, and should Mr. Gannon refuse to
